1 . The amendment filed 3/20/2008 has been entered. Claims 1 8-23, 30-31 , 34, 39 
have been cancelled. Claims 1-17, 24-29, 32-33, 35-38, 40-41 are pending in this 
Office action. 

Specification 

2. The Applicant is required to provide a U.S. Application No. in page 1, line 16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17, 24-29, 32-33, 35-38, 40-41 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none the prior 
art discloses a method for transmitting information using ultra-wide band transmission 
and reception, comprising: sending, using orthogonal frequency division multiplexing, an 
ultra-wide band transmission comprising the information; and allowing variation of pulse 
repetition frequency by removing multiple frequencies from a frequency hopping 
sequence; and a method for receiving information using ultra-wide band transmission, 
the method comprising: receiving, using orthogonal frequency division multiplexing, an 
ultra-wide band transmission comprising the information by receiving signals transmitted 
over each of the plurality of frequency sub-bands; and allowing variation of received 
pulsed repetition frequency being introduced by removing multiple frequencies from a 
frequency hopping sequence.
